Workers revolt against the economic greed 
of employers who have been using the stretch- 
out and speed-up systems in production of 
textile goods. 


They will no longer tend two or three times 
as many looms as is humanly physically pos- 
sible to handle. Some women, mothers of three 
to six children who have a neurotic nature 
have been driven insane by the increased 
nervous strain. 


They believe that to enjoy the liberty and 
high standard of living credited to Americans, 
they should receive more than $10.00 per 
week in wages. 

Employers claim that the strikers are loyal 
to the company because of small picket lines 
but investigation shows that foremen are post- 
ed to take names of those on picket so that 
they can later be fired. Consequently the con- 
stant fear of economic want keeps many 
workers in the home.

Stout Takes Advantage 


Of Benefits Of W. E. R. A, 


Stout has taken advantage of the 
WERA student relief program. Twelve 
per cent of the student body is eligible 
for this relief providing they would 
be unable to attend school without 
such aid. Bach student is allowed te 
earn $15 per month for the required 
number of hours, being paid on the 
basis of 30 cents an hour. 

The specifications are that one-half 
of the students employed shall be new 
students and also an equal division of 
women and men employed shall be 
maintained according to the percent- 
age attending the college. This re- 
quirement was dropped this week. 

The work is divided into intramural 
(in school) and extramural (outside 
of school) activities. There are ap- 
proximately 33 students employed at 
present. The different divisions under 
which the students are working are 
research of occupations under Dean 
Bowman, clerical and office assistants, 
library tabulations, classifications and 
indexing, and one person has charge 
of the music library of the various 
musical organizations. 

A large number of students are 
working as laboratory technicians and 
doing research work. Another large 
research job is that of getting an 
authentic history of the Stout alumni 
and contacting every member that can 
possibly be reached. A division in 
which as yet no jobs have been as- 
signed is that of reading and grading 
of papers. 

Of the extramurals two people have 
been assigned as assistants in the 
public library. Two men are acting as 
Boy Scout organizers. 

The only other classification that 
can be mentioned now is that of tree 
surgery and landscaping. The limita- 
tions of this have not been definitely 
determined.

Friday I was off for New Mexico. 
It’s a little over 1500 miles to Carls- 
bad from Milwaukee. I got here late 
Sunday night after making the last 
100 miles in about 10 hours. I took a 
shorter road but found it under con- 
struction, with about five detours.

Visual Education Objectives 
The objectives of the visual educa 


tion course are: to prepare teachers 
to identify places in industrial con 
tent where visual means are the best 
teaching medium; to acquaint Stout 


graduates with operation and use o 
visual education equipment such as 
cameras, prejectors, sound apparatus, 
etc.; and to train the student to be 
able to prepare visual educational ma 
terial. 

The course also is developing a vi 
ual education service for Stout an 
posibly for other schools as materia 
and content are accumulated. Thi 
service will be composed of library o 
films and slides and will have avail 
able projectors and sound equipmen 
and operators for the Institute’s use

Latest of Improvements 


Homecomings in recent years have 
brought many alumni back to The 


Stout Institute. We are looking for- 
ward to the 1984 Homecoming on 
October 12 and 18. I have extended a 
personal invitation to a very consid- 
erable number. It is my hope that 
every member of the alumni group 
will consider himself individually in- 
vited. 

Interlocked with the opportunities 
for personal reminiscences, there are 
the opportunities to compare notes 
professionally.

In the old car- 
pentry shop the east end has been 
completely rebuilt, providing an ex- 
cellent demonstration room and lab- 
oratory facilities for visual education. 
Further reconstruction of this shop 
will finally result in its becoming a 
general building construction shop. 


Plans are going forward for a typ- 
ical Home Workshop in Room 25 in 
the Industrial Education Building. 
This will be a part of the campus 
provisions for preparing industrial 
teachers to participate in the nation- 
wide movement headed up by the 
National Home Workshop Guild. 


A number of you were here during 
our 1934 summer session. The at- 
tendance was gratifying, showing a 
comfortable margin of increase over 
that of the summer session a year 
ago. While the majority of the stu- 
dents in the summer sessions are from 
Wisconsin and the next group in vol- 
ume from the Middle West, neverthe- 
less The Stout Institute registration 
for the 1934 summer session showed 
an even wider range than that of 
1938.

four-day tourist permits, and since 
our home is only a few minutes drive 
from the international boundary, we 
were soon in Old Mexico. Here we 
were delayed an hour while the nec- 
essary officials were found to inspect 
our luggage. 

Eventually we were leaving Agua 
Prieta and heading south toward th 
Sierra Madres. 

Varying Scenery 

For the first 45 miles we had a 
good road, the scenery was lovely, 
and things seemed to be going serene- 
ly. Once a band of rurals, pictur- 
esquely garbed and decidedly villai- 

nous in appearance, stopped us, but 
after showing our permits and pass- 
ing cigarettes we were waved on our 
way with many “adios.” 

The last 20 miles were an exhibit 
of how bad roads can be. Our trusty 
Chevrolet gathered courage and 
leaped from rock to rock. One long 
climb took us up and up until it was 
hard to believe the nearest star was 
not ours for the plucking. 
priately enough, this hill is called 
“Glory of the Angels” by the natives. 

See Ghost City 

Our destination was a ghost town 
called Oaxaca, which is on the edge 
of a 65,000 acre ranch. managed by 
the American couple we were to vis- 
it. At one time this was a thriving 
Mormon colony, but about 30. years 
ago the Yaqui river flooded many out 
and successive revolutions finally 
drove out the remaining families. 

Today the ruins of brick houses, a 
church, orchards, and corrals may be 
seen, while the two habitable houses

are used by the manager and fore- 


man. Cattle are run on the grazing 
lands, while the upper rocky portion 
is used for sheep and goats. 

The house where we stayed was of 
interesting construction,—the lathes, 
bricks and plaster were made by the 
Mormons. The door and window 
frames were hand hewn. The ceilings 
were very high. The walls had at 
one time been papered with the or- 
nate scrolled paper of the gay nine- 
but most of this had peeled off 


and the walls were scrawléd with thé 
childish A B C’s of some little Mor- 
mon, as well as with some lines in 
Spanish. . 

The foreman’s house was similar, 
but had three gables, and we were 
told that in the early days the head 
of the settlement had a wife cozily 
settled under each gable. 

See Hand Spinning 

We spent the first day watching 
two young Mexicans carding, spinn- 
ing and weaving home grown wool 
into very attractive saddle blankets. 
Blankets as used under heavy West- 
ern saddles are really small rugs 
about 8 by 5 feet, and these were 
woven in various combinations of 
stripes. They were of black and white 
wool, tans and browns of dyed wool 
from walnut and barberry. These 
blankets sell for about $5.00 in the 
States. 

It was fascinating to watch Jose’ 
spin, for his wheel was an ingenuous 
homemade one. The high duty on all 
things taken in from the States makes 
the ranchers rely largely on their own 
inventiveness. I tried carding, but 
decided it was not in my line, being 
much more of a trick than it looks.

All bread 
was homemade, of course, with hot 
biscuits for variety and fried bread 
with wild honey as a special treat. 
Plenty of fresh vegetables added va- 
riety to the fare. 
Tourists’ Nightmare 


The next day we decided to drive

home—Did I say drive? This famous 
Pulpito Pass highway is a tourists’ 
mghtmare, for it runs in the creek 
bed, dodges boulders, slithers through 
sand and plays tag with giant syca- 
mores. The scenery was lovely, the 
ground being thickly carpeted with 
wild flowers. It took us just four 
hours to go the twelve miles to the 
Caves. 


Here we found a family of nine 
living in a large cave. As we drove 
up, several children and dogs rushed 
out to greet us, while the mother in- 
vited us in with the grace and cord- 
iality which seems perfectly natural 
to Mexican women. 

The cave was one large room, open 
across the front with only a rude 
stockade to keep out the pigs which 
rooted outside and the cocky old 
turkey who seemed to resent our 
presence and exploded with a reson- 
ant pop every few minutes all the 
while we were there. At one side was 
a stove made of rock and adobe, coy- 
ered with a sheet of iron on which 
the family tortillas were cooked. 
There was no stove pipe. The smoke 
simply rolling on out the cave open- 
ing. 

Describes Cave Home 


The family boasted one fancy white 
side each bed was a large sycamore 
table, in the best House Beautiful 


fashion. The rest of the furniture was 
made of packing boxes. In the sup- 
iron bed, the rest being pallets set on 


short lengths of sycamore logs. Be- 
officials, being on the only highway 
into *Chihuahua.

The Senoro hastened 
to tell my husband it was a pet and 
perfectly harmless, but it was a bit 
disturbing to have the ugly thing sit 
down at my feet and begin nibbling 
at my boots. 

The floor of the cave was hard 
packed mud and we were amused to u 


watch the young son of the family 
take a drink. He would first rinse his 
mouth, spitting out the mouthful with 
a great flourish, usually aiming at 
the hen. To wash his hands he simply 
poured a gourdful of water over them, 
letting any surplus run on the floor, 


Near the cupboard was a largep 
stone retort, w ith the groove worm 
far down by the grinding stone. Here 
the corn was ground for tortillas. On 
the shelf was a pan of maso, from 
which one of the girls took dough 
and with expert pats and turns, tossed 
it from hand to hand until cakes of 
the required size were formed. These 
after being cooked on the stove top 
tasted a goo deal like an old felt ha 
but are the Mexicans staff of life. 


When In Rome— 


Our appetites were not of the best 
but we were determined to be good 
sports, so tried some frijoles, tortil 
las, Mexican cheese and coffee with 
milk. The bits we didn’t want we 
threw to the mother hen and o 
porcine friend. While we were eat 
ing, the children ran in and. out, al 
ways letting in a flock of chickens 
Then the good Senora would seize 
her sage-brush broom and shoo them 
out, the chickens uying kildly ove 
our heads. 

On the walls of the cave we sav 
the names and dates of lodgers as fa 
back as 1870. Then, too, there we 
Indian symbols and since we kney 
that during the last revolution @ 
munition and firearms were burie 
there, we found it interesting to sped 
ulate on the scenes the cave had wit 
nessed. 

We left there feeling thankful fo 
a modern house, knowing at the sami 
time that Ramon and his family wer¢ 
probably quite as pleased with the 
cave!

Experiment Problems 


Two special problems on potatoes 


. and cranberries, are being worked 


with by the members of the experi- 
mental foods class under the direction 
of Mrs. Myrna Hovlid Meslow. Work 
on the culinary properties of the two 
products is being conducted’ in con- 
junction with the work on yield as 
affected by fertilizer treatment. F. L. 
Musbach of the Marshfield experi- 
mental station of the College of Ag- 
riculture of the state university is 
promoting the latter study. 

The work in determining the cul- 
inary qualities of potatoes has been 
carried orf by the experimental foods 
classes at Stout Institute for the past 
two years.

Discusses. Budget 


President Burton E. Nelson 


Every two years The Stout Insti- 
tute (as ‘is true with all state institu- 
tions) must prepare for presentation 
to the Board of Trustees and to the 
legislature a. budget of estimated ex- 
penditures covering a period which 
extends virtually three years into the 


future. 


It is necessary for the administra- 
tion of The Stout Institute sometime 
during the month of October, 1934 to 
prepare a budget of expenditures cov- 
ering the entire period up-to July 1, 
1937. This year the problem will be 
more difficult than ever, the estimates 
of expenditures to be kept at the low- 

st possible figure because of the 
veculiar character déf the times. At 
the same time, it is expected that the 
estimate will be cut by the législa- 
ture, notwithstanding the fact that 
enrollment, costs of equipment,~and 
operating, expenses are much more 
difficult to determine than ever before. 


“Enrollment Will Increase” 


We believe that these last two years 


have brought the enrollment in schools 
generally to the lowest possible point; 
that if conditions improve (as we hope 
they will improve) the enrollments 
will increase. There are many indica- 
tions pointing that way and many 
reasons why school enrollments are 
going to be larger than ever before. 
These additional demands will have to 
be met out of funds: materially re- 
duced. 

There are certain things that Stout 
very badly needs. It needs a field 
house or an extension of its gym- 
nasium worse than anything else if 
the school morale and school pride is 
to be maintained. 

.“Need Larger. Library” 

Almost equally important and urg- 
ent is the demand for enlarged library 
facilities. That means a library build- 
ing because the present facilities of 
The Stout Institute are taxed to the 
limit. 

These things have been asked for 
before. Six or eight years ago Stout 
made its first application for gym- 
nasium enlargement. These items will 
again be included in the budget, but 
we can hardly hope this year to se- 
cure favorable action from the legis- 
lature. Our failure to secure them 
this year may prove to be a tremend- 
in connection with the annual banquet

In its report the cgm- 
mittee pointed out that “educational 
trends call for graduate: study” and 
that the need for graduate work at 
Stout is evidenced by “the increasing |:

The annual Wisconsin Stout alum- 
ni dinner meeting was héld Thursday, 
Nov. 1, at the Hotel Schroeder- at 
Milwaukee.

Dean Michaels presented the following

Dozens of instances of 
devices used to influence decision in 
the choice of commodities can be 
gathered from many sources, and are 
particularly evident in publications of 
the day.

urally not going to make any great 
effort tu remedy the situation, unless 
the consumer demands it. 
‘The Dealer’s Reasoning 
“When a dealer can say, as the fol- 
lowing one did, ‘Don’t blame us. Of 
two garments of the same quality, the 
purchaser will usually buy the more 
expensive. They don’t know why; they 
‘just think it must be better. Yo 
wouldn’t have us lose a sale, woul 
you? They might not buy the lower

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Landscaping must consider the type 
of house as well as the type of lot 
and the neighborhood. The type of 
family who is to live in the house 
must be considered, the interests of 
the family, and the amount of money 
available for maintenance. 


Circumstances Differ 

A plan of landscaping good for the 
family who has a gardener or the 
the chauffeur to care for the plot 
would be very impractical for the 
family who plan to do the work them- 
selves. It is well to know that peren- 
nials take a lot of time; trees, shrubs, 
and lawns less. 


The house should appear to be a 
part of and to grow out of the land.

Every quarter the same thing happens. 
Quarter after quarter the shop courses go un- 
disturbed, and then about the last two weeks 
the instructor gets his conscience pricked, and

I can still remember quite 
well that a large number of Belgian refugees 
came to Holland. Horrible that time. It is 20 
years ago, but I never shall forget those poor 
wives, men and children with only the clothes 
they were wearing and the fest lost. Let us 
do all our utmost to avoid a future war, which 
shall undoubtedly ruin all countries partici-

wrote the Treaty of Versailles, a small terri-

WOMEN'S SPORTS GIVEN NEW SIGNIFICANCE 
: j msvers : 
by Bernice Reynolds 
Director, Physical Education 

Each of the past four years, the de- 
partment of physical education for 
women has made improvements in the 
class: work for freshmen and sopho- 
more women, and the intra-mural ex- 
tra-curricular activities open for all 
college women. Changes are made 
and new equipment purchased accord- 
ing. to the needs of the students, to 
improve the health and recreational 
activities for both individual and 
200-26. 

Archery has been one of the sports 
listed for r the individual and has been 
attractive to many girls for class 
work. It has a splendid “carry-over” 
effect when women are out of college. 
| This sport méets the need of women 
who are following a restricted pro- 
gram, thus enabling them to meet 
‘their physical education requirements. 

Tuesday and Thursday afternoons, 
and some Saturday mornings finds the 
gym occupied by archery enthusiasts 
practicing for tournaments, or to im- 
prove their skill for more consistent 
scoring. Additional equipment pur- 
chased this year makes a total of 
eight bows and two targets, and al- 
lows more women to take advantage 
of the sport this year. 

Outdoor Class Large 

~An out-door-sports class was or- 
ganized. last year, and because of its 
success is larger this year than last. 
This enthusiastic group hikes most of 
the time. In season they also ski, 
‘skate, bicycle, or practice the art of 
out- -door-cookery. 

Quoitennis, more commonly known 
as deck tennis, and shuffleboard have 
been added this year. These two games|’ 
are enjoyed and played in the gym by 
both men and. women, together; espec- 
ially in the fall and spring. 

Field hockey in the fall ‘has-been 
aining interest. This fall the girls’ 
have played on Saturday mornings by 


choice, and not for credit. A class of 
-| junior” women played a freshman- 
sophomore team as part of the home- 
eoming program. — 

‘Swimming alternates ~ one hour a 
week with the floor work activitics. 
Primary. emphasis is placed on be- 
ginners who are learning to swim for 
the first time. With but few excep- 
tions, all girls learn to swim at least 
one or two standard strokes each 
year. 

Corrective Work sep ch oe 

Corrective physical .education—- 
gradually growing in importance, this 
meeting a long felt need. Often this 
need is a result of unwise guidance in 
high school physical education classes. 
In some cases the girls have been al- 
lowed to follow a program that is too 
strenuous for the adolescent girl. 


‘The high school teachers who are 
asked to take care of the physical 
education activities along with their 
other classes ‘are frequently unpre- 
pared to give careful attention to the 
differences’ and needs of growing 
girls. Too few are giving enough in- 
struction in fundamental motor activi- 
ties, (as running, skipping, throwing, 
etc.), or to other recreational team 
games less strenuous than basketball. 

The corrective work at Stout fol- 
lows the health examination in the 
fall. Girls, who because of various 
physical differences, are in need of 
additional rest or posture correction, 
etc., are assigned to special classes 
and given individual attention. The 
silhouettograph camera, new this year, 
is proving valuable in_ determining 
posture. deviations, and allowing the 
girls to see their own differences: 

Have Hospital Beds 

A silhouettogravh picture is taken 
before and after the course to deter- 
mine the improvement they have 
made. Two hospital beds in the cor- 
rective room are regularly used by 
girls‘ who need additional rest and re-

' “Not a single one of these govern- 
ments would have. come to power in 
a national situation of peace,” plenty

“We cannot hope to conquér inse- 
curity with hare-brained schemes to 
boost prices by legislating scarcity in 
an age’ of plenty, and then taking care 
of the victims of the security we have 
legislated through elaborate and cost- 
ly insurance schemes to be paid for by 
national enterprise that we have ‘de- 
liberately and drastically scaled down. 

It will be unfortunate,” said Dr. 
Frank, “if economic leadership leaves 
the problent of insecurity exclusively 
in the hands of political leadership. 
If ecoriomic leadership dodges the is- 
sue, however, it: should he sportsman- 
liké enough to realize that the prob: 
~ Jem must be met-politically. 

“The mass demand for economic 
eecurity will grow louder and louder.

RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION

American airplane manufacturers and other 
munition firms are arming Japan and China. 
Shipments of steel have more than doubled 
in 4 years and sales of cartridges have risen 
from 20,500 pounds to 1,500,000 pounds. At 
the same time the American press agencies 
tell us to fear Japan for she might travel 
5,000 miles to shoot at us. If they did, it 
would be with our own bullets.

The coming of Fascism in America is no 
longer a fanatical ery and caution of so called 
political radicals, but is a reality that is rec- 
ognized by many of the best. American intel- 
lectuals. Prof. Benj. E. Lippincott, Ph.D. of 
the University of Minnesota. of example, re- 
cently in‘a St. Paul address, placed his major| 
emphasis upon an objective analysis of trends| 
in the United States which indicate the com- 
ing of Fascism. Rather than reiterate these 
trends it might be better to point out the char-| 
acteristics of the leaders so that the reader 
will. recognize, interpret and educate against 
any current indications of a Fascist trend 
that he or she might come in contact with. 

The beginning .Fascist. movement will have 
a liperal economic philosophy. It will expound 
the cause of the suppressed, exploited and un- 
employed worker such as the exhortations of 
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for the particular welfare of any individual | = 
class be they industrialists or financiers.” 
Also note Huey Long’s “Share the Wealth| 
Plan” with promises of a million for every- 
body. , 
The starting Fascist leader will attract the 
-big bankers with shouts and emphatic ges- 
tures, also exemplified by Coughlin when he 
says, “What -power Morgan!”, “But my 
friends, that illegal, unconstitutional act was 
perpetuated when Mr. Morgan’s boy friends— 
Mr. Woadin;and Mr. Acheson—held sway in 
.the Treasury.” and “But Mr. Morgan, the 
financial ambassador of Great Britain, knew it 
and profited by it while the depositor suf- 
fered.” Meare . : 
Suddenly, after all of the scathing remarks 
and denunciations of industrialist and. banker, 
the radio and the newspapers will be opened 
‘to the leader toward Fascism. Note that the 
condemned industrialist and banker are the 
owners of these same radio stations and news- 
papers. The stations opened to the Shrine of 
the Little Flower have steadily grown in. 
numbers and where do you not read about 
- Father Coughlin? Huey Long has also been 
put on-the air and he prints his own news- 
paper with other people’s money. Hearst, his 
newspapers, and his anti-red campaign is 
another possible agent of Fascism. The his- 
tory of his past anti-humanitarian activities 
severely condemns him as an enemy of the}. 
welfare of the American people. 
These friends of the workers in speech are 
usually their enemies when the ciisis is 
reached between capital and labor. Father 
Coughlin clearly illustrated this characteristic 
during the automobile strike. He talked 
against strikes-and_did nothing when labor 
was so neatly fooled into signing a truce. 
Fascism is extremcly nationalistic so as to 
better instill hatreds of other people and 
thereby beget armament races and profits for 
the industrialist whom the Fascist leaders say 
they do not like. This nationalism also di- 
rects the peoples attention away from unde- 
sirable conditions in their own country. Per- 
haps you heard Coughlin’s recent denuncia- 
tion of the World Court, a international insti- 
tution, and his criterion of a great independ- 
ent United States which any educated person 
knows is positively impossible -with our com- 
plex, interdependent, international systems of 
communication, transportation and trade in 
raw materials that area vital necessity for 
our existence. :

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Three Budgets Are- 
Being Considered 


Third Provision | Provides for 
Addition to Gymnasium 
or Field House 


Students at ‘Stout and the grad- 
uates of Stout are keenly interested 
in the State’s budget appropriations 
for the coming biennium. The stu- 
dents are interested because the “‘pro- 
visions of that budget will determine 
the extent to which . improvements 
are made in the institution and the 
additions to buildings and equipment 
which may be anticipated. 


The students are interested in 
knowing whether, before leaving 
Stout, they will: be able to participate 
in or observe athletic contests in a 
new gymnasium. This is the next 
structure improvement needed at 
Stout. 


Students are interested, too, in the 
new budget because in general the 
physical upkéep of the plant and 
more particularly, because the atti- 
tude of mind and well-being of the 
faculty will be determined by the 
action of the legislature. 

The ‘alumni and the. students will 
be interested in knowing that three 
budget provisions have been set up 
by the Governor. Budget A is based

on current revenues and reduces the — 


appropriations of the last biennium 
20- per -cent..The passage of. this 
budget would be extremely. unfortu- 
nate because two years ago 20 per 
cent was taken from the. amounts 
appropriated during preceding years, 
and a 20 per cent‘additional cut would 
severely and critically affect the serv- 


ices of Stout Institute. The passage © 


of budget A would probably mean 
salary cuts of from 30 to 50 per cent. 


Budget B provides for 'the appro- 


priation of approximately the same. 


amount as was expended during. the 
biennium preceding the ‘one just clos- 
ing, and is conditional on the legisla- 
ture’s finding new sources of income. 
On this amount the school can go on 


without great sacrifice but “no im- ~~”

well as for the university dailies. 

In November, 1933, these papers 
carried . 2,215,746 lines of. advertis- 
ing, while in the same month of this 
year they carried 2,299,722 lines. 
This increase is reflected in large 
measure to an increase of 7 per cent 
in the size of the average local ad- 
vertisement, an increase of 8 per cent 
in the size of the average national 
advertisement, and an increase tin 
number of accounts.

Madison, Wis.—Liberalism in col- 


_leges and universities throughout the 


country is attracting an increasing 
amount of attention from state leg- 


| islatures, with the Pennsylvania, Wis- 


consin, and Arkansas assemblies vot- 
ing to investigate conditions at the 
University of Pittsburgh, the Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin and the Common- 


wealth Cooperative Labor College,

activities, a recent announcement by 
George A. Works, dean of students, 
indicates.

After concluding a secret investi- 
gation of Commonwealth College, 
Arkansas legislators intend to submit 
their evidence to a federal grand jury 
calling for a federal probe into al- 
leged communistic teachings there.

Food Advice Prohibited 
Under Proposed Rider 


Home Economics students will be 
interested in the Agricultural Appro- 
priation bill before the legislature at 
the present time, which is carrying a 
rider as follows: 

“No part of funds appropriated for 
the Agricultural Bill shall be used 
for paying salaries to any Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officer or em- 
ployee who makes public any state- 
ment, oral or written, which advo- 
cates reduced consumption of, or 
which asserts that it is harmful or 
undesirable to use any wholesome 
agricultural food commodity.” 

It is urged that Home Economics 
studetns write to their U. S. senator 
about this, since if this rider is al- 
lowed to remain in the bill, it will 
mean that no scientist in the pay of 
the United States government will be 
allowed to say to others that children 
should not be fed on pickles and 
sausages. He would not be able to 
say, in the pellagra-ridden sections of 
the South, that they should eat less 
salt pork and corn bread and more 
fruits and vegetables. 

This amendment is directed against 
a recent publication, “Diets at Four 
Levels of Nutritive Content and Cost”’ 
which is widely used at present in re- 
lief work. This publication has been 
much attacked by certain food com- 
modity groups, and they are undoubt- 
edly responsible for the above rider. 
In addition to writing to state sen- 
ators, the following outstanding mem- 
bers of the senate committee on this 
bill may be written and urged that 
the rider be stricken from the bill.

The 
food, table setting, and service were 
planned and arranged in the Italian 
manner, lending an old world atmos- 
phere. 

During the entire meal, bowls of 
fruit and nuts were on the table. 
Food was served and passed in large 
dishes. The following typical Italian 
menu was served: agnellotti, alla 
Italiana, salada, grasene, anti pasta, 
cheese, fruits, and nuts. 

The main dish, a very common one, 
was made from a noodle dough, filled 
with a mixture of ground meat and 
cabbage, parsley, onion, egg, Par- 
mesan cheese, and seasonings. This 
was formed into balls and cooked in 
a broth of hot tomato sauce and 
cheese. 

The “salada” was a combination of 
tomato, pepper, and lettuce, cut in 
large pieces and mixed with a dress- 
ing of vinegar and oil Grasene are 
bread sticks, very long, thin and 
crisp; these were served with the 
salad. The relish was anti pasta, 
made of tuna fish, olives, mushrooms, 
peppers, and cauliflower, cooked in 
oil and vinegar. The dessert course 
of fruit, nuts and cheese is frequently 
served in Italy. The cheeses were 
strong and sharp in fiavor, as are 
most Italian cheeses. The nuts were 
a mixture of almonds, chestnuts, and 
pistacchios. 

Although the dinner varied from 
that of the American home, it was 
enjoyed by all of the girls. Many of 
the Italian food characteristics were 
learned for the first time through the 
preparation and serving of this meal.

A study of the diets and culinary 
habits representing the Italian, Ger- 
man, Polish, and Scandanavian people 
was made last summer at Bessemer, 
Mich.

indulge in rich pastries and sweets 
of which the average American is so 
fond. 

The Germans eat quite simply and 
many of their foods favor good diges- 
tion. Sour milk, which we know con- 
tains a desirable bacteria, and vinegar 
a protector from hyperacidity, are 
used extensively. Dark breads are 
always served. The most common 
vegetables used are those belonging 
to the green leafy group Dried fruits 
are used abundantly— fresh fruits 
are not as common. Cheese is pop- 
ular with these people Sweets and 
pastries are almost negligible. 

The Italian diet is rich in fresh 
fruits and vegetables. The most veg- 
etables are tomatoes, peppers, and 
onions. Fruits are always on hand. 
They are eaten between meals and as 
a dessert. Milk is not used as much 
as would be desirable Creamed dishes 
are unknown in this country, and milk 
is not a common beverage. However, 
this deficit is not as serious as one 
may think, because cheese is served 
at least once or twice a day. Min- 
erals and vitamins are obtained from 
the fruits and vegetables. Fruits, 
cheese, and nuts compose their dessert 
course. The best grade of olive oil 
is widely used even in the humblest 
of homes, it is used for salads or for 
frying. 

The Scandanavians live much on 
dairy products (this is especially true 


in Denmark); hence many vital points 
of the diet are safeguarded. Fish, as 
we all know, is abundant. Potatoes 
are used widely and. are always 
cooked within the jackets. Both dried 
and fresh fruits are used Some fruits, 
like apples, are stored when in sea- 
son. Vegetables, not very plentiful, 
are used moderately. 

The Polish diet was found to be 
the least well balanced nutritionally. 
Most dairy products are scarce and 
expensive; however, milk is generally 
served as a beverage. Beer is com- 
monly served with meats. Their des- 
serts consist of cereal puddings. The 
Polish do not use fruits and vege- 
tables to any great extent, cherries, 
however, are abundant and are used 
in many ways. Cabbage is the most 
important vegetable. Meat, especially 
pork, is very popular. Sweets and 
candy are rare. This diet ranked per- 
haps the lowest of any studied. 

Foods and dishes typical of these 
four nations studied. Menus for a 
day were formed. 

This study was simply a general 
survey and analysis of the diets and 
food customs of these countries. A 
more scientific and specific study could 
be made. The mineral and vitamin 
content of a representative day’s menu 
might be calculated and compared to 
what we know to be a well balanced 
American diet. Such a study would 
be extremely valuable.

Many interesting sights at- 
tract the attention of visitors but I 
have become almost native and do not 
‘see but the unusual things. 7 

“Do I like it here? Yes, it ha 
been a very interesting experience 
and I have enjoyed my work but I 
am most anxious to get back to my 
own people_and native land. I find 
the statement ‘the lure of the tropics 
grows on-.you,’ is quite true. It is 
not wise to spend many years here 
unless you plan to make it your home. 
Once ‘you have lost contacts in the 
States the tropics are more interest-

Miss Harriet Warmington, chief 
dietician at Veteran’s Administration 
Facility, Minneapolis, and Miss Helen 
Diamond, head of the Home Service 
department, Minneapolis Gas and 
Light Co., spoke to the Home Eco- 
nomics cluy Wednesday evening on 
the place of home economics in the 
fields of dietetics-and business. Both 
Miss Warmington and Miss Diamond 
Rare Stout graduates. 

In her talk on home economics in 
business Miss Diamond discussed 
numerous openings in the commercial 
world for home economics graduates. 
The hardest and most important, thing 
for girts with commercial ambitions 
is to devise a method of “breaking 
into business”. eats 

The business world is tough. It 
does not give its workers the kind 
consideration that is offered to a 
teacher. To be successful in busindsS 
a girl must be able to take hard 


. knocks and uhjust criticism. She can-

For Ped Conference 


Four Years Competition Is New 
Ruling of Governing Board; 
Keith Attends 


Many topics in regards to athletics 
were discussed at the annual meet- 
ing of the Wisconsin Teachers Col- 
lege Athletic conference held at the 
Hotel Lorraine, Madison, Saturday, 
April 27, according to Floyd Keith, 
Stout representative. 

Changes were made in section six 
of the by-laws governing the Wis- 
consin State Teachers conference in 
athletics. 

Section Six 
No student shall be eligible to 
participate in any branch of in- 
tra-conference athletics for more 
than four years. 

Previous to this ruling the total 
years of participation was three. To 
clarify this by-law, athletes who have 
already competed three years com- 
petition shall be ineligible for further 
competition. Also, anyone holding a 
bachelor degree is ineligible.

The motor industry uses: a speed-up SYS- 
tem | toorfast for human endurance, an “espion- 
age” system to spy upen-workers, a new “low” 
age for displacement of workers wherein meni 
near 40 hardly ever get back after a lay off, 
and a complicated wage system tht workers 
cannot understand. 

The report maintains that, “because of the 
workers complaints of terror and discrimina- 
tion, genuine collective bargaining could not 
exist. It also pointed out that workers were 
threatened with lines of unemployed and a 
constant fear of losing their job. . 

Right or Wrong— 

Can both of these repor ts be right? Per. 
haps we should. be interested? Many of us 
profess to be educators in the studies of in- 
dustry, labor and mechanics. Should future 
workers in the motor industry know~- about 
these important questions and should the con- 
sumer of industry’s products know? There is 
one fact we cannot disagree with. If inhuman 
and unfair labor and consumer practices exist, 
we must educate with true facts so as to bring 
about reform.
